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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/11/2009 has been entered. 



Restriction 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted: 

Group I, claims 24, 25, 28-29, 35, and 36, drawn to a method for preventing the 
development of dermal pigmentation caused by transformation and/or proliferation of 
melanocytes in a mammal by administering a preventively effective amount of a 
compound represented by general formula (I). 

Group II, claim 34, drawn to a method for preventing the development of skin 
cancer caused by transformation and/or proliferation of melanocytes in a mammal by 
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administering a preventively effective amount of a compound represented by general 
formula (I). 

Claims 1 7, 21 , 26, 27, and 30 link the above groups and will be examined with 
the elected group. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature of the above groups is inhibiting transformation 
and/or proliferation of melanocytes by administering a compound represented by 
general formula (I) to a mammal. This element cannot be a special technical feature 
under PCT Rule 13.2 because it is not novel. US 3332996 (document already in 
record) discloses administration of instant Compound 50 to the skin of a human (a 
mammal) (col 2, lines 14-24; col 3, Table). The reference does not appreciate that the 
method inhibits transformation and/or proliferation of melanocytes. A composition 
cannot, however, be separated from its properties. Further, human skin contains 
melanocytes. Accordingly, the method of administering instant Compound 50 to the 
skin of a human would inherently inhibit transformation and/or proliferation of 
melanocytes in the skin. 

Since Applicant's inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when 
viewed over the prior art they do not have a single general inventive concept and so 
lack unity of invention.
